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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-11, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a 
recording apparatus as claimed, particularly including a proximal discharging roller 
having deviations from a nominal circumference within a first range and a distal 
discharging roller, downstream of the proximal discharging roller relative to the 
transporting direction, having deviations from a nominal circumference within a second 
range and being of higher precision than the proximal discharging roller in that the 
second range is less than the first range. 

With respect to claim 12, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a method 
of manufacturing a recording apparatus as claimed, particularly including forming a 
proximal discharging roller and forming a distal discharging roller in a process of higher 
precision than that of the process for forming the proximal discharge roller and 
positioning the distal discharging roller downstream of the proximal discharging roller 
relative to the transporting direction.
